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As for the hurt which is hereby pretended to be done to learned 
Phyſitiaris, itis a meer Imagination, and no learned Phyſitian thar 
berhinks himſelf well, will lojudg. For the uſe of thele Books re. 
ſpecs chiefly the Poor of this Nation, together with Sea-farers, and 
Soldiers. Bur for the Rich that have Money to ſpare, 2nd bide ar 
home, no otherwile (in point of practice) than for an honeſt Curiofi- 
ty; and delighttul Speculation. Whac rich man 15 there 1o-mad, who 
reading a Chaprer in thele is00ks,and ſeeing what a world of Conkide- 
rations and Cautions do belorg tothe knowledg and orderly Cure of 
every Diſeaſe, but will be more fearful than ever he was before to com» 
mit himſelf ro the Cure of any bur a leaned Phyſttian. Now it is not 
by che Poor, but by che Rich, that the learned Phyfitian maincains 
himſelf; the Poor are but a trouble to him, only before ſuch Books as 
theſe were extant in the Engliſh Tongue, Conſcience (ſomtime)forced 
the learned Phyſitian ro take care of the Poor, becauſe the unlearned 
were wholly unable : Whereas now there may be found Induftrious 
menthat know no more Languages than their Native ane, who may 
in a rational way contribute to the Neceſhities of the Poor. Nay, theſe 
kind of Books are profitable to the learned Phylitians ; for many of 
the Gentry, eſpecially of the Ladies and Gentlewomen, viewing the 
State of their own Bodies in ſuch Books as thele (as in Looking- 
Glaſſes) will perceive certain Dilcaſes in themſelves,cicher now in be- 
ing, or likely ere long to ſeize upon them, which otherwiſe rhey 
would never have io much as dream'd of and thereupon crave the 
Advice and Afliftance of the learned Phyfitian. 

Allo the Ladies and Gentlewomen being well read in iuch Books as 
theſe, wiil better know how to demean themſelves towards their Huſl: 
bands, Children, or other Relations and Friends in their reſpective 
Sickneſs in point of ordering them, and will be more apprehenſive of 
the Phyſttians Dire&tons, and fo better ableto prattice them ; aiio 
more capable of his Reaſons, and Prognoſticks,and ſo more confident 
and cheeriully obedient. All which will very much advance the Cure, 
and conſequently the Honor and gain of the learned Phylitian : for as 
Hippocrates notes in his firft Aphoriſm, It is not enough towards the Cure 
that the Fhyfatian do what ts fitting ; but the by-ſtanders and friends of the Sick 
muſt piay their parts, or all will not be well, | 

And in the third place, Whereas it 1s objected , That people reading 
tacie Books, will Practice upon themſelves and hurt themſelves. 

I Anſwer, Itthey do, they have none to blame but their own folly ; 
for it is not the intent of the Publiſhers of theſe Books, that every one 
that can read Englith, ſhould dareto take, of their own Heads, ſuch 
Medicines as are deſcribed in the {aid Books, Bur our iatentis, Thar 
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where in the Country there is no learned Phyfirian at hand ; ar Sea,in 
the State and Marchants Ship, wherethe Chyrurgion 15 compelled to 
a& both his own, 2nd the Phytitians part; In Armies and Leouers,&c, 
an Ingenious and diligent Chyrurgion, Apothecary, or any other that 
hath from his youth been exerciſed in theſe kind of ftudies, and con- 
verſant abour the ſick, may attain {uch a competent kaowledg inthe 
Cauſes and Methodical Cure of Diſeates, as they may with honor to 
themſelves, and profit to the lick (by Gods Bleſting) ſupply tn place 
ofa morelearned Phyſttian For the ute of {uch perſons, theie Books 
are intended, and for diligent Midwives ; 2nd not that every Fool 
{ſhould turn Phytitian, or that every Reader fnguld camper with him 
or her felt. | 

Alſo divers Honorable Ladies and Gentlewomen,thar out of a cxuly 
Chriſtian and Charitable Diſpoſition have not diſdained, but counted 
it a great Honor to be helpful to the poor in the time of their ſickneſs, 
may by peruſal ottheſe Books, and the like, confirm and encreaſe their 
knowledg, and become honorable lnftraments in the Hand of God, 
of much relief and comfort ro many poor diſtrefied Creatures in their 
reſpective Countries and places of Habication. For the worthy ſakes of 
which honorable Ladies and Gcntlewomen in che fixit and chietet 
place, and for the eaſe of all others unacquainred with the Greek and 
Latin Tongues, and conſequently nunablets underitand divers terms

When the Reader meets in theſe Books, with the Names of Simple 
or Compound Mecicaments, and deſires a more tull knowledg of 
them, let him have recourle to the London Diſpenſatory in Engliſh, 
where he may be latisfhed; fot it had been an endicſs and vein work, 
ro repeat what harh there been ſaid. If there occur accidentaily rae 
name of any Dilfcaſe which the Reader would better under{tand, let 
him look into the Table of the Contents of the Chapters of thele leven- 
teen Books, and he thall find the Chapter inciruled from that Diſeaſe 
in the beginning of which Chapter he ſhal find che laid Diſeaſe delcri- 
bed and explained. 

Allo th2 Reader may pleaſe to rake notice, That many hard phraſes 
in thele Seventeen Books are explained inthe Context, by more calc 
words following, which fignifie the ſame with che toregoing hard 
word.

T He Impoſthume and Mortiticacion of the Brain is deſcribed by few Authors, although is 


was obſerved by Hippocrates in bis 3, Book of Diſeaſes, and happenech ſomcimes in Pra= 
tice, and deluding chofe Phyiitians who arenoc wel grounded, making them conceive it 
co be another Diſeaſe. 

Now a Sphacelus or Morrification of che Brain, is a ſuppuration, or corruption, or matter of the 
ſubſtance of the brain, which 1s called a Gangrene, Syderation, or blaſting of che brain. 

CAUSES. Theimmediate caule whereof, 1s an inflammation of che ſubſtance of the brain, 
which is diftinguiſhed from a Phrenzy in chis ; Ina Phrenzy the Membranes are chiefly inflamed, and 
they do communicate an Inflamaction to the externa) parc adzoyning ; but in this Diſeaſe,che inward 
parcs of che brain are inflamed, and the whol {ubſtance thereot is purrified ; for ſopgreac an inflama- 
tion in a moſt render part and monſt, wil quickly produce a SphaceJus,or Mortificacion., 

The Cauſe of chis Loflamacion 3s blood over-heated, or over chollecick, rungaing to the body and 
internal parts of the brain. | 

The Primary Gaufes are, all ſuch rhings as produce hor and much blood in the whol body which 
is ſent cothe brains as violent Exercile, che heat of the Sun, hear of che Head by Fice, Wrath, and 
che like : But prear Wounds do more uſually produce this Diſeaſe, as alſo Gontuſions, Bur a 
Spnacelus Or Inpaoſtkume coming trom a Wound oc Conculion, is differenc from che formes in chis : 
An Impoſthume made by a Fal or Gontuſton, doth not poilets fo many parts of the brain, bur for the 
moſt part adhzcerh co one, Hence che Symptomes are bigher, eipecially in che beginning, and the 
Diſeate continueth longer. 

SIGNS. The Signs of aa Impofthume or Sphaceius, which cometh wichour a Wound or 
Concuſion, are theſe : | 

In che beginning there is a great Head-ach, which is communicared Þy the hinder pars of che 
head co the neck and al che back 3 afcer which comes a generat decay of al the Sences both internal 
and external, as in an Apoplexy, from which it is diſtinguithed by che Zigns hereafter mencio- 
ned. 

The Patient is tofled ro and fro, and cannot remain 1n the fame place; he layech hold with his 
hands upon his bead, and deſires ro rear and ſcratch his face, plucking his hair : bug as che Diſeaſe en- 
crea{eth, his body growech fainry and cannot uſe ſuch violence, 

A mott ſharp and ftrong Feaver alwaies accompaniech chis Diteaſe, which comes from the rear 
Inflamacion of che brain, 

Laftly, Incbis Diteafe, the Patient never takes meat or drink) neither can you take any courſe co 

ive them any thing, and cherefore their ſtrenprh ſoon faileth,

Elancholly is a Doting or Delirium wichout a Feaver with fear and ſadneſs. 
Ic is d:{tinguithed trom a Parenzy by want of Feaver ; and from Madneſs, by Fear acd 
SaGneſs, becaule that comes wich Fury and boldneſs. 

We ſay chis Diſeaſe hath no Feaver : namely, of ics own nacure of ic felf : bur a Fez- 
vec may accidentally be joyned with it : For nothing hinderech, bur a concinwal oc intermiccing Fea- 
ver may happen to one 1n this Diſeaſe z; but chis Feaver wil not be eflencially in ir, as ina Phieuzy, 
wherea Feaver ts effential co the Diſeaſe.

ftaucacive, ſuch as we uſe in Hectick Feavers : but more peculiarly the body is to be moiftened with 
a bath of warm water,and new milk, whick allomuaft be often Pur uito the eyes, eſpecially Womans 
Milk.

T he hinderance of breathing by propriety called Id:opathica, comes from the Lungs difter= 
pered, and therefore every Diſeale of che Lungs buccs cbeir aftion, which Diſeaſes are eichec ia che 
{ubſtance of the Lungs, oc m che Veſſels thereof. 

In the ſubftance of the Lungs come Inflamations, Pimples, Impofthumes, Ulcers, and fomcrimes a 
drying, and atrophy of the part ; {omrimes a ferous watery humor 15 ſucke iaco che ſpurpy fubRance 
of che Lungs, and binders their tree dilatacion 5 fomrimes (chouph ſeldom) there is a {cicchus, a frone, 
oc hard fwelling in them, | 

In che Veſfels of che Lungs, there are often obftrudtions, which hindering ihe free patſage of che 
Air, cauſe dithculty of breathing, f 

Breathing is hindered by Lympathy or covlent from other parts, whichare not only neer, but re- 
mote , {0 che Membrane char goeth abouc che Ribs being in tamed, or the Diaphrapma, or Media» 
ſtinum, che breath is hindered. $o there if a great and otcen breaching when the heace is inflamed, 
as in Feavers; and on the contrary, when che Heart is cold, as in dying men, is is dimimfhed 
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and ceaſeth 3 che ſame bappenech 1n iwouning or [yncope, when the ation of the Hear, ang Conſes 
gently Reſpiration ceaſeth. ; _ 

So inthe Empyema, or Droplie of the Breaſt, when matter or watec is colledted in the Cavity of 
che Thorax, che Dilatation of the Lights, and Reſpiration is alſo hindeced. F 

So the Muſcles of Breathing being burr, hinder Reſpiration, as in wounds and tumors of them In 
ſpecially in an Apoplexy, when the 1P111ence of rhe Animal Spirits is kept from chem; bs 

Moreover, The Inflimmarion ot che Muicles of the Larynx makes diffticulcy of breathing in a 
SqQuinZy. ; | | 

So alſo the Diſeaſes of the Hypochondcia do hinder Reſpiration by conſent, as Tumors of the Li- 
ver, Spleen, Sweatbread or Pancreas, do by their weight draw down the Dia phcagma to which they 
ace joyned, and {© i 1nder che motion of ifs. Alto vapors and wind jent fron: thoſe parts Comprefs the 
Diaphragma, and hinder its action, from whence comes a flatulent Aſthma. The ſame hapyenech 
by che abundance of wind or water contatned 1n the belly of an Hydcopical man, and compreſſing the 
Diaphragma. Laſtly, Vapors coming trom the Mother hinder Reſpication, from whence this dit- 
eaſe is called, Suffocatio Hyſterica, 

Among che aforeſaid binderances of Reſpiration, the Ailkma 1s handled by it {elf, becauſe the 
other depend upon ocher Difeaſes; chey ſhal be mentioned in cheir places, : : 

Alchough Aſthma uſed genecally, conpcenendeth in a large fipnificacion, all kinds of diffticulcy of 
breaching 3 yer it ſignifies more {p?cial:y chat ſhortneſs of breathing which comes from the ſtuffing af 
che Lungs,znd che obſtruction of che Bronchion, or Griſtles of the Wind-pipe 5 which of its ſelf oſ- 
ſencially is withour a Feaver, althou2i: iomrimes it be zoyned therewith, And 2eaingtt 15 ſubdivided 
inro chree other kinds 3 as firſt, Dyſpneaz the ſecond called alfo Afthma; the third Ortbopnea. 

Dyſpnea is a dithculty of breaiving, in which che Breath is drawn ofcener and thicker, from chs 
ſtuffing of the Lungs, This is leis that, Atritima, or Octhoprices, becauſe the matrer obſtructing is 
leſs, and ic rather frops the ſubſtance of the Lungs, than Griſtles or Bronchia © hence it is thac there i; 
no catcleing ar al, which comes from che commorion of the humors contained in the Bronchiz, with 
the Air concinually paſſing through. 

Afthma is a greac and ofcen breathing, in which the Diaphragma, the Intercoſtal Muſcles berweer: 
the Ribs, and of the Abdomen, are violently moved, zoyned with rattleinp and wheeſing. Fecin a 
true Aſthma properly ſo called, che Bronchia of the Lungs ace filled with fegm, which (as is {id p} 
being moved by the Air, make that noiſe, | 

Orthopncea 1s a great diiticulty of breathing, in which che Patient cannot breath bur ſitting, and 
with the neck extended uprigat z and the aforeſeid Muſcles are not only moved vebemently, bur al- 
ſo thoſe of che Rreaft and Shoulders. 

The names Dyſpne&a and Orthopneaea, as we ſaid of Aﬀthma, are uſed commonly for al difficulcies 
of breathing, which happen in Vicureſtes, or Init:mation of che Lungs, or che like. 

T he ſame may be faid of Apnea, which doth not only fignifie a depravation of breathing as the 
former, but alſoa diminithing or aboliſhing thereof 3 and his bappenech in ſyncope, Hyfterical 
Paſſions, and ſtrong Apoplexies. | 

CAUSES. The Humor which caufeth an Aﬀthma, is for che moſt part Flegm, which fals 
from che Head into the Lungs, and obſtruct: the Bronchia or Wind=pipe. Sometimes it comes from 
crude and ferous humors brought by Arteria Venoſa into the Lungs, and if theſe flow to the Bron= 
chia, they produce a true Aſthma with ratcleing ; but if co the ſubſtance of the Lungs; or ſmooth Ar- 
ceries, they caule a bafFard Aﬀtima without cactleing. | 

This kind of Aﬀhma, which is unknown to vulgar Payfitians (who wil acknowledge no other cauſe 
bur a defluxion from che Head) 28 confirmed, nor only Þy not catcleinp, but from the chick and ruc- 
bulenc Licive of the Pactenc ac rhac umeeſpecially in the fir, becauſe tome part of choſe chick and 
crude humors in the Veins 1 ſent to che Reis and Bladder, And fome Afthmacical men are ſubje& 
roftoppage of Urine, and when they are ſo, they are free from iz. Bur when the fic of che Aﬀthma 
comes, the difficulty of Ucine ceaſeth, becauſe the macter of the diſeate contained in the Veins poes 
from one place to another : We have alſo ſeen ſome ſubzect co a flux in the Belly, who while chey 
were fo, were iree fromebe Aﬀthra , but when chac ſtopped, rhe Aﬀthma returned, Moreover, «his 
kind of Aſtkma which 1s without ratcleing, 1s fo directly oppotice to bleeding, that when a Vein 1s 
opened in che fic,os ſoon as it bleedech, the Patient begins preſently to breath beccer, and in che end, 
or afrera litcle ſpace, they are cured of their fir. And finally, thele kind of Aﬀthmagical men, 27s for

PROGNOSTICH. An Afthma 1s a Ghronical Dilecaſe, and very bard co þe cured, and 
often ends in a Cachexia oc Dropſte. Yong men are ſomtimes cured, and not without great labor , 
but old men never. Infants except they be {ſpeedily cured, die by a Catarrh, which followeth : 

They who grow crooked upon an Aﬀhma oc Cough,die before chey come co ripenels of zge,becau'e 
the gibboſicy hinderech the convenient growth of the breaſt, nevertheleſs the Lungs per their die ev 
create and bigneſs, but have not room enough to dilacechemielyes 3 from whence the heat of che eat 
deing not ſufficiently fanned, the Patient dieth. 

A Pleurefie, or Peripneumonta coming upon an Aﬀthma,is deadly, becauſe the Lungs being weak- 
ned by a long diſeaſe, cannot refift ſo great a Diſeaſe coming thereupon, and expel che macter, 

CURE The Cure of che Afﬀthma is ewofold, namely, in the Paroxyime, and out of ir. 

In the fic, preſently you muſt open a Vein, a Glyfter being piven, if cheblood do ſeem any way to 
abound : for when the Veins are empry of blood, the Reſpiration is more free. Bur if che diteate be 
elder, and blood hack been ofcen drawn, it 18 better to abſtain from bleeding, becauſe by dimiuithing 
the natural kear, it wil encreaſe flepm. | 

It is good co open the Veins in the Ancles in this diſeaſe, coming by conſent from other parte. 

Aſter bleeding, or if it be omirted as not thought fir, you muſt purge tlegm with che things pre- 
{cribed in the Gure of che cold diftemper of the brain, putting cothem alwaies things proper tor the 
breaft as much as may be. | 

Vomits, although &:{s}Jowed by ſome 3n this diſeaſe, yet ace they moſt convenient, as frequent 
expericnce bath caught, and ſomumes the fac is eaken away with a Vomit only. 

Among theſethe chief is Aqua Nicotiana, or Tobacco Water, given in the quanticy of an ounce 3 
and it may be made intoa Syrup with Sugar 2 In wane whereof you may uſe che Salc of Virrio), oc 
Aqua benedifa Bulandi, Now thereafſon is excellent why Vomits do ſo much good in this dii- 
eate, For while the thin humor falling from the head infinuaceth ir felf inco che Aﬀpera Arteria, and 
che Bronchia of the Lungs 3 and thechick fals zncoche Stomach, and is there {o fixed chat can {carce-' 
ly be caken away, And while the weak beac or che Stomach doth ftic the matter, chick vapors are 
produced, which puiting up tne Stomach, compreſs the Diapbrapgma, and cauſe dificulty of brea» 
thing. Hence it comes chat when the Scomach 1s empried, the fit ceaſeth, or 1s much leſs. Moreover, 
AnAfthma forntimes (nay often, according to Sennertys) comech of crude humors about che Liver, 
and In the Veins, which are carried by the Vena Arterioſa into che Lungs,and comprels the Bronchia, 
trom whence cometh an Aﬀthma, For cheevacuating and revelling of theſe humors from che Lung: 
a Vomit 1s very goods Asaito for this cauſe, che Remedies purging bumors downward are very ex= 
celient. 

The Juyce of our Flowerceluce, doth pencly move and purge downward, taken to the quantity of 
baltan ounce, with one ounce of Hippocras, which Platerzys in his Qbſervacions faith he bach uſed 
With good fucceise

This blood is either pure, and makes a proper Phlegmon, or mixed with Choller, Flegm, or Me« 
Jancholly, and makes a Phlegmon Eryfipelarous, Oedemacous, or Scicrhous. | 

The excernal Gauſes may be many, al chat inflame the blood, as bor Mezrs, Wine, or a] that can 
dcive ic co the pare 5 as a blow upon che b2ily, eſpecially when it is ful 3 co which you may ad things 
that are very ſharp and very hot, as CGancharides, ſublimare, 

DIAGNOSTIC H, The Signs of this Diſeaſe, called Diagnoftica, are a great pain,bur- 
ning, prickirg, diſtending and bearing, reaching to che back ; you may feel a Tumor, and ſointimes tee 
Ic, che fſhouJders ace drawn downwards, the breaching is difficulr, as alſo ſwelling and belchiog , 
ſomtimes blood 1s vormiced 3; chere is a moſt burning Feaver, with moft grievous ſymptoms.

VPolvuius, or Convolvyius, becauſe the Gurs 11 this Dileafe ſeem manifeſtly ro be cowled about, and 
tobe moved upwards: is is alſo called Kordapſos, becauſe the Gurs, if you lay your hand on them, 
ſeem to be like a ſtrerched or twiſted cord. | 
The Barbarians cal ic Miſerere met, becaule 17 15 a miſerable Diſeaſe, and commonly deadly; and 
therefore nseds Divine Commuleration. ( 

This Iliack Paftion is a prepoſterous motion of the Inteftines, in which the Belly is alwaier bound 3 
and che Excrements which ſhould be carried downwards, are brought to the Stomach, and caſt our 
by vomruing. ' 

Ic is known that the Inteſtines have a natural motion by which the Chyius and Fzces ace by des 
prees carried downwards, which 15 called Perzftaltic4s z this morion 1s by the Ocbicularc and Lranſ. 
verſe Fibres which contract the Inceftines, ard 1s compared to the motion of Earth- worms which 
move the parts of their bodies ſucceſhvely, And chis morion 1: ſomcimes inverted by preternatural 
Cauſes, as when che Fibres of che IacefTines wich ought co be contracted from abuye downwards; 
are contracted upwards; and whatfoever 1s in the Gurs is not lent Cowards the Belly, buc cowards the 
Scomach, and then 1s this Lliack Paſſions. We oblerve {oracking like chis in Vomicing 3 for when the 
Fibres of che Oz{ophapus concraft chemlſelves from the upper parc cowards che Scomach, the mear is 
{ſwallowed down ; but when by an inverted ordec they contract chemfelves from the pare benezch 
upwards,there is vomicing, T bis Peciftalcick inverted motion comes from che vehement leuting 1p of 
the Expulſive Faculcy of che Guts, which when it cannot throw downwards the {upectiuous Ex+ 
crementitious matter, doth by a viojent motion caft ic upwards.

6. if The Scranguty come of thick and 
Flegmatick Humors which are plentiful in che Veins and Gur?, a Feavec coming thereupon, they may 
be concocted, melted, and attenuated, and piſſed forth, by which means the Yeos is cured, Although 
Galen in his Gomment upon this Aphoriſm, faith chac he is ignorant of what Hippocrats faich bers, 
and that i: cannot be confirmed by Reaſon and experience.

Iarrbea is that kind of flux of che Belly, by which the exccementictious Humors are ſent forth 
withouc Blood oc Food, and without che Uiceracion of che Inceſtines. 

By the Conditions of Diacrhcea properly ſo called, it is diſtinguithed from other kinds of fluxes, 
becauſe in Lientery and Coliack Paſſton, the Food is caſt forth unconcodted, or half concofted in 
a Dyſentecy and Teneſmus, Blood 1s mixed with the excremencs, as in ibe flux of che Liver, called 
Hepaticus and in the Hemorrhidal. 

DIFFERENCES. Many arethe Differences thereof 3 which chat chey may be cleer= 
ly explained, are co be referred co three Heads : The ficft whereof ceſpects che Matcer which is yoid- 
ed; cbeſecond che place from whence it comes thechird, che Manner, and efficienr Cauſe which 
producerh che flux of the Belly. 

In ce{peCt of the Matcer yoided, this flux is divided intoa Ghollerick, Flegmacick, Melanchollick, 
and ſerous, or watery, 

Inreſpect of che place from whence ir comes 3 eicher it comes from the whol Body, or ſome pecult= 
ac Pact, as the Brain, Sromach, Guts, Liver, Spleen, Meſencery, Womb, and other Parts. 

Thirdly, In ceſpe& of che Manner and Efficient Cauſe 5 one Diarchcea is Gricica], another Symps 
roinatical ; one comes from an internal Caule, as a diſtermper, oc evil diſpoſicion of the incernal parts3 
another from an excernal, as from ſome Medicine or Poyſon.

f Dyſentety is an ofcen and bloody Looſneſs of the belly, wich pain and corment derending 
upon che ulcecation of che Inteftines. 

The word Dyſenteria is taken commonly among the Ancients for every bloody flux of he belly : 
bur ftcitly and properly it 15 caken only for we bloody flux, which comes from an Ulcer in che In- 
ceftines. 

DIEFERENCES. Gas. 3. de ſymp. cauſe, cap, 2, nameth ſour kinds of bloody 
fluxes, which he commonly cals Dyſentecier, 

T ke firft is when any part of che Body 1s cut, or when any exerciſe is omicted, or any bleeding is 
omitced, as utual bleeding ag che Noſe and Hemorrhoids, thac by reaſon whereof the blood abouns; 
ding is ſent by rhe Meſeraick Veins co the Inceftines, ard fo evacuated by the belly. 

The ſecond 1s, when by reaſon of the weakneſs of the Liver, Watery blood like chat water wherein 
fleſh hath been wathed, is voided; as tc t5 in che Hepacick or flux of the Liver, of which we ſhal 
beceafter ſpeak. 

The third is when Melancholick and ſhining blood is caft forth, which by reaſon of the long conti- 
nuance in che Liver oc Spleen is burnt, and mixed with Melancholy. Shining fignifietb bucning, be. 
cauſe blood which growech black by cold doth not ſhine, bur loſech that brightneſs or fplendor which 
it had before. | 

The fourth Diffecence,is when the Patient ar ſome ſhort diſtance voids blood with Humors or Ex- 
crements, with which forctimes there is mixed Pus or Macter, and that with pain and corment, by 
which we may conclude that there is an Ulcer of che Guts, And this is properly called a Dztencery, 
of which only we bece diſcourte.

laſtly, as They are lent out preternaturaily by che belly, ofrche mouth, they aceto be referred cocks 
faulc in Excretion, or {ending torch, 

Galen in his Comment upon the Aphoriſms, Aph. 26. Se. 3. propounds three kinds of Worms :

A Lthough the Moderate flux of the Hzmorrhoids be healthful, and preferveth a man from many 

and grievous Diſeaſes, as Hippocrates raught in Epidennz, and in his Aphoriſms, as from a 
Pleucifie, Pecipneumonia, or Inflamation of the Lungs s Nephricis, or the Scone 1a ehe Kidneyss 
Madneſs, Melancbolly, and innumerable other : Yer che immoderate Flux is mott dangerous, anc 
brings ocher pernicious Diſeaſes, as Weakneſs of che who] Body, Coolnelſs of che bowels, and eſpe- 
cially of the Liver 3 an Atrophy or want of aourifhmenr, an evil Habu, and Dropiie by the tols of 
Natural Heat, by ſpending coo much blood which is che tceafure of Life, and the cherither of che 
whol Body. 

CAUSES. And this Immoderate Flux hath che ſame Gaujes which uſe toprovoke other 
forts of Bleeding; namely, Blood offending in Quanticy os Quality, When ic offendech in Quan= 
tity, and is brought 1n prezc plenty cothe Hzmorraoid Veins, ic doth violently dilace chem and open 
their Ocitices, by rhe ſtrength of rac Expuliive Faculty ; bur fomiimes too much blood coming chi» 
cher, doth oppreſs che Recentive Faculcye

If the Diſeaſe come from quantity of Blood, there went betore Cauſes of increate of Blood, and 
the Patiectbears ic wel in che beginning, and is more cheectulsz bur afrerwards the flux continuing, 
he grows weak, ang dejected, 

Bur if ic comes from ſharpneſs and thinneſs of che blaod, chere went before Cauſes that breed choj- 
ler or tharp wacer, the body i of a Chollerick Gonfticution and burnt ; che blood floweth violently, 
and it is very r<d,fhining,and as it were flaming, when otherwiſe offendiog only in Quantity 1c uſeth 
co be black and Melancholy.

For they atcract 
the Chylous Matcer in which che moiſture of Meat and Drink is contained. As alſo the Spleen 
draws drink co its felf, pure and withouc mixcure z as Hippocrates tatight, and Experience cootiims, 
Thac they who drink much airer Meat, do preteatly avoid ic by Urime z which learned Authers {ay;

The Actcattion or drawing quality of the Liver and Spleen, 1s loft chiefly by defect and wezkneſs 
of Natural Hea: : che Natural neat 15 debilicaced by a cold or hot diftemper, or by Suffacation. 

A cold diſtemper coming either from too cold a Dier, from lois of coo muck blood and Spirits, os 
any other Cauſe, doth deficoy che Nacural Hear of the Liver and Spleen, and ſo hinder efictc 
Actions, 

A hot diſt: mper goth diſperſe the Native Heat 5 whence being made weaker, the Liver and 8B£ 
Spleen become leſs Active, This comes from Feavers, much Wine, or bot meats, 

Laſtly, The Nacucal beat is weatrened by Suffocation, when there is coo muck Blood in che 
Veins, eſpecially if it be foul, as when che Terms or Hemocrhoids are ftopr, by which the Blood 
was clenfed formerly, but now by froppage corrupted. 

Alfo the AtrraCtion or drawing vertue of thoſe parts, is hindered by Obſtructions, which hinder che 
tree pailage of the ſerous maccer.

Scomach diforders arite,as appetice loft, or more than is ti:,or deſirous of abfurd chings; or Hiccoughs, 
Vomicings, Belchings, and Heacc-burning : al which Symproms do ſpring from the aforeſaid vapors 
ſenc into che Stomach by the Hypogaftrick, and Gzliack Arteries, or other blind paſſages z and thofe 
Vaporsdo ftir up this variecy of Sympcoms, according roche diverſity of cheic Nacure, and che diffe= 
rent degrees of cheir putrefaction, and malignity. For by their heac they cauſe want of appetice, and 
chicſt ; bug if they be cold chey huce digeſtion. And the covering of abſurd chings (as Ghalk,Oat=imea], 
Smal- Goals, Lenſe y-wolley cloth, &c.)is cauſed by che malignane qualicy of the Hiumo:s,and vapors ; 
as we have fhewed in our diſcoucte couching thas Sympiome : and according tothe different kind of 
Maligrwity, it comes co paſs Thac the Fatiencs apperice inclines her co long, for this, or that odd ching 3 4s 
{ome for Goals, others tor Glay, or Morcer, Sair, Cinnamon, Nurmegs, &c And from a cercain kind 
of Mal:gnicy {pcings likewite, che loathing of ſome Tercain meats 3 and which is more wonderful; in 
ſome hach been oblerved an univerſal loathing of all kind of Dcink ; as Ludowicys Mertatus relares 
concerninga noble Gentlewoman, which would nor eway with any Drink, and of anocher, who 
choughr the deſired Drink, yer did ſhe Vomit it al up agarn, being likewife vexed wich ocher grievous 
Symptoms. Where we may conjecture, that the evil Humors in cbat Gentlewoman, had atcained

The firſt is named Hcmaſtica or Homotonos & ir happens wher 
inthe whol courle of the Diſeaſe the manner of putrefaQion is one 2nd the ſame, Tho boron is called 
Epacmaſiica, when more putcefies than is diſſipated, The third is called Paracmaica when leſs 
putrefies than is diflipated. Yetallthough theſe kind of Feavers d6 perpetually increaſe or decrazfe 
or keep the ſame Ten3r ; yet doth not this hinder but that they have four times, if hey rerminare ir 
health; but ſome have chem longer, others ſhorter, if they be conlidered according to + & vehemenc? 
of the. Symptomes So that which is called Homotonos, hath a very brief beginning and Augmenta- 
tion, but a long ſtzte. The Epacmaſtick hath a long augment: the paracmaſtick a long dachioactond 
bur the other times do quickly paſs away. Yet we muſt know, thee the times of pnerid Fenyzrs PA 
two waies conſidered; either with reſpeR to the Sympromes, or with reſpe&of coction and cradit: 
which two in other Feavers do commonly coincide or happen at one and the fame time : Bur in theſe 
continent Feavers called Sunocho: itis not fo. For their times ought not ſo much to be defined kb; 
the increaſe and decreaſe of the Sympromes, as by the figns of Concofion or noa ConcoQior, which 
appear cheitly in the Urines. 

Now @alen propounds two forts of this continent Feayer called Synochys : one ſpringing from 

Blood putrefying, of which he treates inthe ſecond of this Method Chap. 7. and 9. as alſointhe 5; 
of his Method Cit+p. 3.and 5 another arifing of choller putrefying in the greater veſſells, of the 
kind of Ducning Feavers, which he explaines in his ſecond of the Differences of Feavers 2nd the ſe= 
cond vf Crifes Chap. 6. The firſt is called Synochus Sangninea 5 and the other S ynochus Biltoſa: 
For although the whol Maſs of Humors conteined in the Veins do £9 under the nameof Blood ye! 
do we acknowledg four Parts thereof which che more temperate is ſpecixly called Blood : the 
hoter Part Choller : the rawer and colder, flegm; and,the thicker ard more dregfy Melancholy- 
So then; if that more temperate Parc,which is more eſpecially called Blood, do ſurmoune the reſ® 
in quantity, and the whol Maſs putrefy , that Feaver is canſed which we term Synochis Sangrinez 
Buct if the thinner and hotter Part of the Blood, which is of the nature of Yellow Choller,do exceed 
the reſt, and putreſy, chat Feaver is canfed, which we term Synocbys ÞBilioſa. 
Synocous Putrida, is ingengred by che ſame cautes which are wont to produce the ſimple Synocbus' 
And ſo not only the ſhutting tae pores of the Skin, but the obſtruRion of the veſſelis alſo, by reaſon 
of much Blood and chick and clammy Humors, is wont tocauſe this Fezver. For ſeeing by ſuch like 
obſtruRions the Tranſpiration of Fuliginous Vapours is hindered; putefaQionis bred inthe Blood 
redounding within the Veias. 

A continual tertian, which every third day doth more afli& the Patient than ordinary, takes its 
Riſe from bad and Cholierick Blood purcefying inthe Vena Cava, And the Cauſes thereof are all 
ſuch things «s multiply this Humor ia rhe Body, as an hot and dry diſtemper of the Liver, Meats hot 
and dry, Youthful Age; faſting or very ſpace Diet ; vehement and frequent exerciſe ; hot and dry 
conſtitution ofthe Air over great wackiag3 and fuch like.

A continuzl Quartan, is that whick is exaſperated every fourth day, beins Cauſed of Melancholy 
Blood putrefying in the branches of Vena Cava. And all ehings may Cauſe this Feaver, which are 
apt to breed Melancholly Blood and to Cauſe the ſame to purrefy. Howbeir this kind of Feaver is

Horrifica Febrzs, in Greek Phricodes, is that Fezverin which the Patient doth often nndergs 
ſhaking fire, iris canſed dy a mingled Matter, viz. Partly Chollerick and Parcdly Flegmatick cr 
wheyitſh, which beirg nnequally moved is wont to excite thoſe Horrors or Shakings ; either beczuſe 
the chin ſharp and wheyiſh Marter_doth twitch and nip as it were the ſeniible and menbranous Pare;

A ſſodes Febris the Feaver ſo called, 15a kind of burning Feaver, in which the lick do tumble= 
and cof: and are exceeding unquiet, much oppreſſed with the diſeaſe, being for che moſt Part ſabje&t 
to ſtomach {ickneſes and vomiting Becauſe itis wont to ariſe from che vexation of the Stomach by 
ſharp and Chollerick Humors, bicing the orifice or Coats thereof. 

I be Feaver Eldo?s, is that in which the Patient prepetually Sweats: and itis cauſed by a mighty 
PurrefaQtion or Maliginty of Humors, diſſolving the Subſtance of the Body. 

The Feaver Syncopalzs is thatin which che Patient ofcen Swoones and Faines away. Avicenna 
makes two ſorts hereof, one of thin ſharp and Venemons Choller : another of much Flegm, or 

abundance of crude Humors. The former is called Syncopalis Mimita becauſe it ariſe from a little 
Quantity of Humor, but chin and malignant. The latter Avicenna dorh call Syncopalis Humoroſs 
ve; Bepietionaiss becauſe ofa great Quantity of crude and Flegmatick Humors abounding 
therein and there is alſo Joyned a weakneſs ofthe month of the ſtomach. by which means eſpecially 
the ickperſons comes to Swoon io often.

Chap. 3. Of a Tertian Age. 


N Age, or Intermittent Tertian Feaver, is cauſed by an Ezcrementicious Chollerick Humor, 


contained in the firſt Region of the Body, and there putrefying. 

DIFFERENCES, A Tertian Ague iscither Legitimate and Exquiſite, of Illegitimate 
and baſtard. 

A Legitimate cr Exquiſite Tertian Aguez is terminated in twelve hours, and is cauſed by che pu- 
trefacion of Natural Choller., But a baſtard Tertian hath firs thar laſt above twe lve hours. Bur if 
it exceed twenty four hours, it is termed Tertiana extenſa, a firexcched Tertian. And itis cauſed 
either by Pteteroatural Choller putrefying, or by Natural Choller mingled with other Hamors,e- 
ſpecially with fiegm. | CR 

Alſo Tertian Agues are Simple,or Double, or Triple.A Simple Tertian, is that whoſe Fits come 
every other day. A Double Tertian isthat whoſe Firs come every Gay. And although hereiq ir 
differ not from a Quotidian or every day Ague, yet they are known one ftom the other by thei: 
proper Signs, ſhewing the abundance of Flegm or Choller in the Patient ;Gf which Signs in cheic 
place. Somtimes notwithſtznding in a double LTertian there zre cwo fits in one day, the other day 
remaining free; and this ſome latter Phy(itians do call two Tertians, and make it to differ from 
a double Tertian. Which Difſtin&ion notwichftandiag 13 of ſmal moment. A Triple Terran is 
when there are three fits in the compaſs of two daies. This 1sa moſt rare and ſeldom ſeen ſort of 
Feavers. Yet Galen prpounds one ſingle Example thereof, and Ifaw another in the yeer 1637. 
ina certzin Gentleman, who opce in ſixteen hours had a fir of a Tertian Ague. And all the firs did 
every one of them terminate in the ſpace of ten or twelve hours,by ſweat. Now theſe divers Parox- 
vſms arc made by a different matcer purrefying in different places, ſo that each one hath as it were 
its peculiar Chimney where it is firft kindled. 

Now the Humors cauſing Tertian Agues, are collected chietly iu the firſt Region of the Body, 
vize In the Liver, the bladder of Gall, the Stomach, the Meſentery, the Pancreas, or inthe Veins, 
of thoſe Parts, 

CAVSES. T heir Cauſes, are all fach things which ingender Excrementitions Choller., 
viz. An hot and dry diſtemper of the Spleen, youthfull Age , Hot Conſtitution of che Air, Watch- 
ings, Cares, Anger, Faffings, uſe of hot Meats, over much Exerciſe. To theſe are added, for the 
breeding a baſtard Tertian, ſuch Cauſes as engender Flegm and Melancholly. Herenpon, fuch as 
have hor Livers, and by Glatinous and bad Diet, do breed many Crudities, are ſubjec co baitard 

 Tertians, by reaſon of the mixture of Choller with crade Humors. And hence alſo it is,thatin Sum= 
mer time, crude Hurnors breed cthroogh weakneſs of the Necural Hear, by eating of Fruits,and over 
much drinking, being mixed with Choller, do breed bafſlzrd Tertians, | 

$1G NS i he Signs to know an Exquiſite Tertian by, are theſe : That this Ecaver alwaies 
begens wich great ſaaking Firs, whereas 1n a Quotidian Fezver or Ague, there is only a light ſh.ver- 
ins or coidneſfs. Aﬀter the cold ſhaking Fir, follows gear Hear,ſharp and biting, Zncollerable Thirſt, 
Scear and frequent breathing, want of Sleep, Head-ich, and ſomtimes Ravings. Afﬀeer ebe ſhaking 
fit, fomtimes there foilows a vomiting of Chollerick Hamors, ora purging by Scool. The Urine is 
ſomtimes Yeliov, Yeliowiſh-Red, or Red. The Fits laſt not above twelve hours, and they are 
terminated by Sweat, Aj the Gautes fore cited, breeding Choller, have preceded. 

In a baſtard Tertian, all tae foregoing Signs are more remifs thanthey are inan Exquifite one, 
but more incenſe than ins Quotidian Ague. And according as there 15 more or leſs flegm mingled 
with the Gholler, ine vic come neerer to thoſe of an Exquiſite Tertian, or of a Quotidian ; both 
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inreſpect of che velwmency ofthe Symoroms, and che length of the Fir it ſelf. So that theParo- 
xyims of a baitard ieician may de lengrhened ours fixteen, eigateen, or more hours. Although

The PREFACE. 


LL Authors (very neer) who bave rorit of Feavers, do diſtinguiſh a Fefiilentiai Feaver 

from a Malignant, and do treat of each of them ſeverally in divers Chafters ; ſo that by the 

nams of a Peftilential Feaver they do underſtand the true Peſtilence or Plague ; and by 6 

Malignant Feaver, they mean that which is commonly called the ſpoited Feawer : or ſuch 
a Feaver which though it be Epidemical and Contagious, yet it is not ſo dangerous but that more 
live than die of it : whereas the true eſſence of the Plague conſiſts in this that more die thereof than 
recover. But for as much as theſe Teavers differ one from anoiher only according to the preater or 
lefſer degree of Malagnity, and muft be cured with the ſame Medicaments ; we bane thought it more 
conventent to include all theſe kind of Feavers in one Chapter, and to handle them all under the 
name of Peſtilential Feavers. And Conſequently this laſt Sefiion ſhall conſiſt of trwvo Chapters, the 
firſt of which ſbal} treat of the Peſitlential Feaver , and the later of the'Meaſles and ſmal Pox.

Inequality ofthe Szafonis wont alſoto be the Cauſe of this kind of Feavers ; viz. when i: is 
ſomerimes Hot, ſomeumes Coid ; ſometimes wer, ſometimes dry ina ſhort rime ; or when the 
yarious ſeaſons doe endure longer one after another. A+ when after long veheineat Hot weather, 
a freezing cod claps in, o& aiter long rains, a0 extream droughr ſteals apon as, Or COULrarys 
wiſe, Or viten after a pcepolterous taſhion, it is hot in Winter znd cold in Summer, Now che ſe 
inequalities of Seafons may help the production of Peſtilential Feavers; becauie in them. che 
humors are exceedinsly difturbed, by which means they 2rrive unto an eyill condition, far from 
their natural ſtate and tic to produce malignant Diſeaſes eſpecizliy io (thoſe bodies which dls. 
ring the Courſe of the Seajons aforeſaid, by diſorderiy Courſe of Diet and liveivg, have co: 
eraced either a Plethory a Cacochymy or iome notable obtrucions, 

To this kind of Cavſes may. de added the maligtant intlucnce of the Conftellations, which h 
changeing the Ayr, are wont diver - to affe& the Bules of Liveing Creatures. Such they f 
are, the Conjunction of che ſuperior Planets, Saturn, Fupiuer, end Bars, in Humane « ;8n3, ſach 
as UUirgo and Gemini, and eſpecially when Vars is Lord, Which do brings Diieaſes no och.2: wi 
then by change of the Ayr, fo far as to corrupt the Natuce and ſubſt ince chereof. And ther chanss 
is wrought two waies; and is by the manifeſt qualities. as when by the {afluence of the Sezrs 
the ayr is ſolong and ſo far changed by excets of the firſt qualicies of Hear, Moiſture, Cold 
and Drineſs, thar at length it's proper Subſtance becomes vitizted, The other is by occult qualis 
ties, when by the ſecret power ofthe Scars, without any noceble exceſs of the firft qualities, the 
jabſtance of the ayr is lo changed, that ir receives a certain degree of corruption contrary to our 
Life, Touching the firſt, no man doubts, ſeeing ir.is clezr by Common Conſent of Phylofophers 
that inferior Bodies are governed by the Heavenly Conlteliations. And as che afterstions of che 
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Ayr, which kzppenia the four feaſons of the year, do aiſe from the yeerly motion of the 
Sun : ſo the great diverfity of yeers, wheceby one proves. very moiſt, anocher exceeding dry 
the Sun holding every yeer the ſame Courſe inthe Zodiack z can depend 63 nothing bur the 
various afſpeQt of the Conſtellations. Lhe other way becauſe itis occulr, is noi fo freely granted 
by ail. Howbeit by common Conſent of Aftrologers, it is heid for certain, thar the Stzrs do ak 
upon iaferior Bodies ina three-fold manner, viz. by their Motion, Lighr, and Influence. The 
light and beat do alcer theſe Sublunzary Bodies according co the ficlt qualities and eſpecially 
Heat. But che TIniTonences do gnduce both che lirft qualiyes (for example the coid which Saturn 
cauſes, cannot depend upon his Motion nor his Ligat) and alio che hidden and occult ones. For 
ſeeing Peſtilential Diſeaſes do oftentimes happen, no great Muraticn being made in the fir in 
regard of the firie qualities, ; but when thcy rage, the Air appeares exceeding pure, and purer 
ſomrim=s, than ir is wont to do when there is no peſtilence. ſtirring ; nc;ther have very hor and 
moiſt ieaſons preceded, from which great putreiactions are wont to ariſe, itis co be conieftured; 
that theſe Fefſtilential Diſcaſes do ariſe from tome malignant Influence of the Stars, Ade hereun» 
cog thar Peſtilences are wont to rage ever inthe Geptu of Winter, which nc remarkeable alteration 
of the firſt qualities hath preceded. Horinfuch a Cafe, rheſe Diſeaſes are to be a:tribnied to the 
hidden power of the Stars which have Cas A ftrologers react) a power of corraptiins the Air, no ex- 
traoidinzry mutation of the firſt qualities buing made therein, And this is that divine principle it 
Diſeaſes, which Hippocrater acknowiedged, and according to the Expoſition of Galen is in the 
Air, bur is produced coy the Celeitial Bodies and hidden cauſes. It is alfo hinted ar by the fame 
Hippocru.cs, in the fecond Epidem. SefR, the iirft. When {- jaies Tre time and toe 
Diſeaſes do anſwer one another, unleſs ſome inuovation bappen in it: Superior Pos 
ers. 
Neither Joes that hinder which is brought as the opinion 6f Plato, out of His Epinomis, that 
the Courſe of rhe Heavens and Heavenly Bodies have alwaies good influence here below, and 
from them nothing but preſervation and benefit to flow. And Ariffotle in the ninth of his Meta- 
phificks Cizp- 10. Sries that in thoſe Bodies which are eternal and zthereal, neither erroc 
nor corrupticn is found. And Averrioes ſ:ies in his r. De Celo, cap. 24 The Heaventy 
Bodies do contiin the Elements, preſerve them, and univerſally are unto chem inſtead of 
form, wherce it's colieted, they cannot infer them with 2 poyſonous and Malignant qua- 
lity,. Add hereunto that if Pafliiential Dilcaſes ſhould be raiſed by influence of the Stars, they 
would :t one and the ſame time infect che x World almoſt, ſeeing thoſe tnfiuges arc 
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unverſa! cauies, and by the circalation 0f the Heaven the quarters of ths 


World. Bat theſe Diſeaſes do peculiaciy invade ſome ong Region only. Ang Finaiy if 
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S:5is were [aid £o be malefick and of an evil difpotition ; God the Author of them would be accona- 
ced the cauſe of Miſchief, which is ful of Impiecy, . Thete Objections, Ilay, do nota whit prejudice 
the crutch propounded, which may thus be antwered, All created tubftances are conlidered two Waits ; 
either as they are chings In being and do concur co the compieacing 2nd pertection of the Univerte, an! 
in thac ceipe&, they are all pood: forto beard to be good are one and che fame, neicher hath vie 
High God ble f{ed for ever created any thing w hich ought to be termed evil, imply con{ideced or they 
are coifidered in regard of cheir operations,and chen Chey may be termed evil, foralmuch as chey may 
damnetie ſome ocher chings by reaſon of the etrtipachy and inbred Enmicy of Natuce. And alchough 
almoſt innumerable contrarieme; of Nature are found in the world, yet muſt they all be cermed pood 
in reſpec ro God cheir maker, and 1 regard of the Univerie, whole perfection conſiſts chiefly in 
variety, Furchermore che operations of cazngs created, may be cerned evil ewo wares abtolutely or 
ſimply conſidered in chemſelves, or in ceſpect of lomwhatelfſe 3 They are abſolutely evil when ac ail 
cimes, in all places and upon all occz{ions they do perpecually eyilz and in this {enſe no Creature can 
be found which is evil 3 in ceipedt of ſome other thing, che operations of chings may be cermed evil, 
when they hurt onz2 and do anocher good ; and fo chere rs nothing in che whol univecſe {o buretu), 
buc that ic bach ſome other wates ifs utes and benefits, for which 3 was ceeated : Soail Poyſons, chough 
moſt hurceful co men or ocher Animals, yec conveniently uid chey do a preat deal] of pocd to chem, 
And inthe Arc of Phyſick chece is {carce fo deadly a Foyton found, bur char our of ic, by skil of Acr, 
an bealtbful medicine may be drawn, Aad finally the actions of Stars upon theſe inferior Bodies are 
conſidered £wo waies, either in reſpect of che wbol fublumary werld containing the Elements and al 
mixed cbing* : and ſoche action of che Heavens and Scars 15 fimple benign, ingendering, conſerving, 
vivitying all chings, and doing 21] other gooa offices which tend co uphold the univers ; and jn this {ence 
moſt ecue it is, £6at chele interior Bodies are cherithed and ſuftained by che fluence of che Heaven 
and Heavenly Bodies z or chey are confideced in refpct of the proper nature of chis or that Elment, 
or this or that living creature : and clen it 1s no abſurdity co lay that chere are ſome influences hurtful 
co ſome Elemenc oc living Creature in ſuch or ſuch a pare fo and fo affected which depends not of any 
fails of the Stars (for they ace of a moſt pertect Nature) bur rather of che imperfection of ſublunary 
things which cannos fuifer any conſiderable mutation wichour the corruption of cheis proper ſub» 
ſtance : now che{e divers natures and qualicies of the Bcars, produced in ſublunary Borkes by their 
divers concourle and influence were ortzined by the great Architect of this univerſe, for the Conſer- 
vation of the whol world which being made up of io divers and fo contrary Natures, bad need of as 
great vatiecy m the influence of che S:ars, that all things miphr be preſerved, as it were in ab even 
balance, Out of which dweriity of influences notwirchftanding, it could hardly come co paſs buc 
chac lome parcel of chings lo different ſhould ſomrimes ſuffer, nocin any whol kind or ſore (which 
ſhould :end to the deſtiuction of cane univerſe) but only in fome individuals thai were lefs able io 
reſiſt and tor the mot pare miſaffected, and only in ſome parc of che Air more diſpoied co receive 
Malignanc inftuence* From whence we may conclude, that choſe corruptions do -iefly depend up» 
on the detect of tuhlunary Sodics Foralmuch as many places are in che world, where the Air is {ov

The Signs of a peſtilential Feaver do fome of them foretel the difeaſe when it is coming ; others 
declareitc co be preſent; and others witnes where it has bio, All which muſt be ſer down, becauſe 
the firſt tend co Preſervation, the ſecond to Cure, and the third fort to be a Caveat to fuch as are wor 
yet infected. DET: 

The Signs which foreſhow a peſtilential Feaver, are taken from three things viz. From the 
the Diſpoitrion of the Body, from the Preſence of Cauſes, and from ſome intermediate diſpolitions, 
Thoſe bodies are diſpoſed ro receive peſtilential InfeRion,which have colleRed evil ſuyces chrough 
bad diet, and by a prepoſterous uſe of the tix n0n-natural things aforſaid. Or ſuch as being ple- 
cthorick do gorge themieives and inordinately and unſcaſonadly repleniſh chemfelves. Fucthermore 
ſome that are neither plerhorici nor cacochymical, do diſpoſe their bodies co the reception of chis 
diſeaſe, while they rorment their minds wich moſt troubleſome paſſions, or give themſelves im- 
moderately to carnal embrecements ; for from theſe two Cauſes, the peſtilential Feaveris very or- 
dinaryly produced, for:jmnch as by them corrnption is eafily introuced even among goood bas 
mors. for Paſſions of the Mind do difirat and draw away the ſpirits, from their proper operztions 
and overmuch Carnal embracement, does weaken al the powers of the body. but the Spirits being 
diſtraRed, and the vertues weakened, the Humors change their Nature, and grow corrupt. 

Finally, thoſe woſe principal Members are weak, or fome waies tainted, either from the 
womb, or by bad diet or any other excernal Cauſe; which have an bot and moiſt cemperatare ; 

which have a very thin or very compaRed habir of body, are ai diſpoſed to peſtijenciai Feavers, 
for hotand moiſt bodies are fubjeR to purrefaction,thin bodies are liable to al injuries, compaCted 
conſtitutions, have no free tranſpiration. 

The preſence of ſuch Cauſes az can breed a peſtilential Feaver do portend the fame : and conſe- 
quently i| ſeafons and unnatural temper of the year, Dearth, and Scarcity of Viduals, Wars 
and other Cauſes, reckoned up before, when they appear, they declare che Plague to be approach- 
ins! | 

” hoſe intermediate difpolitions are, when ſuch a diſpoſition of body and the Cauſes aforfaid 

being prient, wee {ee a Man more ſad than ordinary, an unezplicable fearin him without good 
ground or cauſe, the CoJjour of the face changed; is not rightly diſpoſed in point of diet ; is diltarb- 
ed with bad dreames ; infeſted with wearines which comes without labor, thicſt, wachings, fto- 
mach {icknes ; it is eafily conjefured, that man wil have the Peſtilence : for al theſe things do de- 
ciare, that the hnmors do attain another nature, and do corrupt. from whence cocaes a veſtilencial 
Feaver. 

Such Signs as declare the Peſtilence to be preſent are exaQly to be propounded and therefore 
al che Heads of Signs muſt be ran over, out of which this Diſeaſe may be known. which Herbs 
of Sigas, are taken from the three kinds of ſymptomes, becauſe the ſymptomes are ihe Effects of 
Diſeafes, and Gauſes can no way lo convenintly be known as by their effeas. And therefore, 
ſome fignes are taken from the Aftions hurt, ſome from Excrements voided, and others from quz- 
lities changed Unto which Heads a fourth muſt be added taken from ſupervenieat [nlirmices. T's 
the righr underſtanding of which theſe chings following muſt be premiſed. 

Firtt, we muſt know that the ſame ſigns ina manner do ſhew a peftilenial Feaver properiy fo 
called, and a Feaver ſ1mply malignant, and thatthe fignes of the one 2nd the orker doe differ only 
according to more and lefs ; ſo that in the peſtilential Feaver the Sympromes acre more =nd in the 
malignant Feaver Jeſs cruel ; yetthere are fome adjunQs more proper to the one than the orhizr 
which weſhall declare in their proper place. 

Secondly,. we muſt note,that there is no true, proper and Pachognomonick fign of theſe Feavers 
viz. Such an one as wherever chat figne is, there is the peſtilence, and where that fign is noc 
there is no peſtilence ; no not the Bubo or ſwelling in the Groyn nor the Carbuncle ; feeing chat 
many have them not though they have the plague, and many have Buboes and Carbuncles 
that haveno malignitieinthem neither are thoſe purple ſpots any ſuch parkognomonick lign, 
although a malignant Feaver is from them termed the ſpotted Feaver, forasmuch as many bave 4 
malignant Feaver without any ſach ſpots, & choſe ſpors do ſomrtiqmes appear on women that want 
their courſes, and infome Children by reafon of a lighr ebullition of Blood, without any Feaver, 
which 1 have ofcen ſeen in both. Howbeit by a Concurrency and colieRion of all ſignes ang cokens 
theſe Fearers may certainly be known, 

Thirdly, we muſt mark, that al the figns which ſhalibe proponnded, are nor found inal iick 
per ſons of theſe Feavers; but only a part of them, which norwichſtaading will be ſuftcient,

Garbuncles and Euboes, are wont to rife in divers parts of the body, but efpecialy where the 
Glandules are; becauſe the expnlſive feculey being provoked by a cazligoant quality does expel the 
pernicious matrer from the internal parts eſpecially che more noble ones ro the external : fo thar 
from the Brain ſhee ſends ic tothe Glandules or kernels behind the Ears ; from the Heare, co the 
Arm=pirs; from the Liver to the Groyns; whence ſweilings under the Ears called Paroiides, and 
choſe in the Groyn called Zubones, do ariſe.

known, viz. That when there is 2 vehement burning of che Feaver, we muſt cheifly uſe Refrigera:- 
ing & cooling chings; but che hot and Diaptorerick muft not be medled with ; which notmichſtand- 
ing wil be very proper, when the Feaver is more remiſs and the malignant Quality is that which 
moſt offends. Of cheſe Tribes thereof, divers medicaments may be Compounded, accordins to the 
;udgment of the Phyſitian Bur leaſt yong PraQtirioners ſhould be wholly deſtitue ot ſome forms, T 
ſhal ad a few, in imitation whereof, tiiey may deviſe a thouſand others, as the occaſion of practiſe 
ſhal require. 

Take Roots of Sorrel, Bugloſs and Tormentil of each one ounce, ' Leaves of Endive, 
Cicbory, Sorrel, Pimpernel, of each one handjui, Tamarinds one ounce. Boil alto a pint. In the 


ftrained Liquor diſſolve ſy-ups of Pomegranates and Lemmons of each an ounce and balf. *Make 


of al a Fulep to be raken at thrice: adding to every doſe a dram of Gonfeion of Hyacinths bezoar- 
ſtone fix grames. 

This form of a Julep, may do wel inthe begnining of the Feayer. Bur if the Feaver be very high 
and the Patient of a Chollerick conſticurion, 2 dram of Sal Prunella may be added to every doſe, oz 
as much ſpirit of virriol or ſulphur, as may ſufhce co make it moderatly tart, or both of them ro- 


gether. But ina Feaver not very high may be added to the decoRion, Roots of the white- Thiſtle 
and of Cinkfoy{, Leaves of Scordium and Sc. biogas. 


T ake ſwveet Almonds blanched one ounce : Seeds of Melones,Gourds, Navero, Citrons and Car- 
duns of each troo drams : beat them together in a Marble Morter, pouring on by little and little a 
pint and balf of the aforeſaid Deco#1on ; Syrup of Lemmon three ounces z Sal prunell#three drams. 
Make an Emulſion for three Doſes, to be taken twice or thice In a day. 

In the whoi c-urſe of the Diſeaſe, lec che Patients uſe in their Brozths the ConſeRion of Hyz- 
cinths, or the following pouder, which is not nopieaſant. 

T zke of prepared Coral, Pearls prepared, ſhavings of Ivory, Harts-horn, and Bezoar, of each 
one ſcruple. Mix them , Make of all a pouder, of which, give half a ſcruple in every me(s of broath, 

The Innovators of this Age, who endeavor to baniſh Gemms, Pearls, Coral and all Cordial things 
from the uſe of Phylick ; and Cure all Feavers, even thoſe that are Malignant, with Blood-letting 
and meer refrigerating Apozemes ; may be convinced with this one Experiment, at leaſt rouchiog 


Coral and Pearls : which being poudered, if they be infuſed in Vinegar, Juyce of Lemmons, Spirit 


of Vitrio}, or Agra fjortzs ; they take awa all the Acrimony of thoſe Liquors: Whence we may 
Sather, tha: the lame Medicaments faken into our Bodies do fweeten and molifie the Acrimony 
and Maligroant quality of Humors and reduce them to a moderation. They which have taſted the 
ſolutions cf Pearls and Gorals, made in juyce of Lemmons or diſtilled Vinegar, do know the truth 
hereof very wel: | 

Where the malignant and venernous quality is very rife Alextpbarmaca or Poiſon-quellers, are 
to be given in Juleps, Broths, the ordinary drink of the Patients, and in all they take in, chat by 
a perpetual and incef{zar Conflict, the troubliome Enemy may be oppoſed. 

Bezoar Stone is given a'one to the quancity of five or fix graines,with water of Mead-ſweet, icor- 
29rieta, Cardus, or ſuch like, not only to oppoſe the malignant quality. bar alfo to help the Dia- 
pdoretick motion ; for this ſtone is reputed for a ſweating Medicament, which notwithſtanding 
many approved Authors doubt of, becauſe they could never ſee any fenlible effeR, by the giving 
thereof. And truly ( to ſpeak out my mind ) there can no great Confidence be put in this itone ; 
becauſe although we may allow to the true and genuine Bezoar ſtone;thoſe faculties which are here- 
unto aſcribed ; yet becauſe the great price thereof Cauſes that many Traders take a world of pains 
£0 Sophiſticace the ſame, we can now a daies hardly get any but counterfeit, A clear teſtimony 
whereof is, thac the writers of the Indjan Hiſtories, do aver that Bezoar ſtone is very ſcarce arid of 
great Price among the Indians themfeives ; when we have plenty of them and cheap enough, 

More credit ſhould of right be given to that ſame Roor, which the Spaniards have in this Age of 
ours broysht ont of India ; which they cal Contra yerva which fignifies the poyſon-peiting or An- 
tidocary Hetb, beceuſe the pouder thereof is a preſent remedy againlt- Poiſons, and drives them 
out of the Body by ſwear, or inſenfible cranſpiration. And they Conceive that Plant co be the 
Common ordinary focd, of thoſe beaſts in which the Bezoar ſtone is fonnd, and chat che ſtone hack 
its vertue primarily from thence. A fcrupleor half a dram of this Root pondered may be given is 
Carduus matter, or other Medicsmentss

The Phyſttiars of Montpelier, do uſe in this Feaver as a moſt proficable Antidore, no waies 
heating 3 che Icoches of Vipers; which are uſually prepared as an ingredient inco Andre» 
machus TI ceacie, which they give from one icruple to half a dram in Gordial Wacers os Jus 
leps. 

"Yer che fleth of Vipers were becrer being dried, which hath no Venemous qualicy (as people 1me- 
pine) bur is carher a pocent Antidote z which 1s much abated by boyling z for 1s boyled in Wacerco 
make che Icoches. So that we ſee greater effects wrought only by the Heart and Liver of Vipors, 
being dried, withouc any other preparations 

The Alexipbarmick Medic-ments of the third Tribe, vi4, The Diaphoreticks and Swearers muſt 
De given only in che Scate or Dechnation of the Diſeaſe, as was ſaid before. Which is to be undere 
food, when they are given in a Feaver {imply Malignant of ſported ; for in the (rue Plague they 
muſt be ufed ac che very beginning, that the Venemous qualicy which would quickly kill the Pacteng 
may be ſuddenly and potently oppoizd, and the Malignane Vapors diſcufſed, Yea verily and in 
ſimple Malignant Feavers, if che venemous quality ſeem ro bepreater than the Putrefaction they att 
likewiſe to be given at the beginning 19 {ma] quancicy 3 making choyce of ſuch as are leaft hor, mixing 
them with Juleps and other cooling Medicines formecly preſcribed. 

Now of chefe Diaphoretick Medicaments chere ate divers deprees, for ſome are more hot, as Ange= 
lica, Zedoary, Dictamoum, Treacle, Merhridace, Treacle warer; which are never to be piven 
when che beat of the Feaver is as the Bigheft, but only when the {ame 1s much abated, and then the 

' ſigns of Mahgnicy do very much prevail. Buc others are jeſs hot, as Scabious, Garduus Mead-ſ{weet, 
Scorditum, which may ſafely be given, chough che Feaver be in 10s heiphe, And theſe diftinCtions 
are carefully co be obſerved in Practice.

and eſpecially the Aqua Caponrs which is made in Balneo Marie per Deſcenſum as the common 
Manner is now to make it. ConfeRion of Hyacinths given in broaths, doth repaire the ſtrength, 
and doth opugn the malignant quality. In the ſame broths Gelly of harts-horn, doth facisfic 
both Indications. If the ſtrength of the Parient be very much decaied ; we may make bold wich 
Confef#:0 Alkermes, provided the Heat of the Feaver be cot very violent, And fimlly, wine isthe 
moſt cordial thing in che world, of the uſe whereof in this diſeaſe, 1 ſpake before, treating of che 
Patients Dierg, The only ſmel of wine doth much refreſh the Pacients ſtrength, and much more « 
toaſt dipped in Canary and Roſewater and ſo heid to the Noſe. |

After theſe things, muſt follow the Applicztion of Epichems and Liveing Creatures to the Regiod

As for Epthems there is Caution to be a'ed in cheir aplication. Becauſe very many Authors do 
wholly rejeR the uſe of them; becauſe they are wont to be compounded of refrigerating and repel- 
ling thing. : viz. of che Waters of cooling Herbs and Vinegar, by which the venemons quality is 
beaten Back to che Heart, and the tranſpiration thereof, which ought alwaies to be promoted, is. 
hindered. Bat this reaſon cannot hinder the uſe of Epichemes, ſeeing we may compound them of 
cordial and Diaphoretick waters that have no repelling nor aſtringent quality in chem, and without 
Vinegar (which ſome do yet allow) adding cordials cherennto 3 and by theſe things mingled toge- 
cher, Epithems may be made, not only which ſtrengthen che Heart, but alſo open the pores of the 
Skir; chat chrovgh them the Malignant Vapors may more eaſily tranſpire.

CURE. The cure of the ſmall Pox & Meaſles is performed iv the ſatisfa&ion of fanr Indi 
cations. Whereof the firſt conlifts in che Evacuxtion of the peccant humors. The ſecond in 2f;fe- 
ing the motion of nature, or heiping to expel the Pox, The third ia rhe oppolition of the maligoant 
and venemous quality- I hefourth in correRion of SYMPLOmME. A\l which that they may be Cons 
veneintiy effeQed, fir{t a convenient dier muſt be appointed, which muſt be the fame which wss 
ordered in the cure of putrid Feavers: howbeit ſome things muſt be particularly 
noted. : 

Firſt that the patients be kept ina warm room, to the end their pores may te be kept open; 
and the breakios our of the fm 3i Pox may there be furthered. Therefore ney muſt be kept in 2 
Chamber well ſhut, which the cold air muſt in no wife enter into. For many Children ther had 
benigne Pox, have been Killed by letting inthe cold ayr upon them, viz. The morbifck mactes 
being theredy driven back inco the inward parts. And for the ſame cauſe cacy muſt be moderately 
covered with Cloaths ; bur fo that the heat of che air or the weight of che Cloathes may 
not augment the heat of the Feaver. The forefaid coverings are wont commonly to be made of 
red closths, becauſe chey ace thought by ſome Analogy to move the boiling blood to the external 
parts. Many are alſo wont to keep an Ewe or Wether in the chamber or on the bed - becauſe thoſe 
Creatures are ealily infected and draw the venom to themſelves, by which meanes ſom Eaſe may 
happen co the fick perſons, | 

A decoRtion of Bariy, or ofche roots of Sorrel, or of Harts horn is proficably afed for 
diink, in the beginnings of the diſeaſe efpcially, and when the Feaver is vehement, But if 
the Feaver be not very violent, a decoction of Barly znd Figs wil' be very proficable, viz-

Furthermore, Whereas in the whol Courſe of the Diſeaſe, Sleep ouphr to be moderate, yet in

That therefore the aforeſaid Jadications may befulftiled, che Cure muſt ke b-pun by Bloods 
leting (if Blood in any fort i5 redundant. and the Age of the Patient is like to bear it ) and a Vein 
muſt be opened as ſoon as may be. Bur if the Phyfiran ſhall not be called che Aſt Gay, yerhe 
ſhill do well to take blood before the breaking forth ofthe Pocks. or while but few ace corne out; 
which time is wont common'y eo la{t natil che fourth day, from the firſt onſer of the Feaver. 16 
which Caſe notwithſtanding, diligent heed is zo be caken, For if upon the breaking forch of 
the Pocks, the Feaver and its Symptoms be abaced; it is better to lezve ihe buſineſs ro Nature Wor- 
king well, which will ſufficiently expel the whol Morbifick Matter to the Skin. Alſo Blood-let- 
ing 1s not in this caſe neceſſery, fince experience ſhews that an infinite company of children 
having gentle, Pox zndnot Plethorick are happily cured without bleeding.
